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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby: 
 

The purpose of LB 177 is to make three changes to Nebraska’s credit information security freeze 

law.  First, it removes the provision whereby the security freeze is lifted automatically after seven 

years. Second, it defines a minor for purposes of the security freeze as ages 19 and under. Third, it 

lowers the fee to initially place the freeze from $15 to $5.
